Does Australian Soccer really need gim- 
micky nicknames for its teams? 

We ask in all seriousness because it 
seems to be almost a full-time occupation 
for people at Philips League headquarters 
and at ASF Marketing to sort out names for 
PSL clubs. 

Take the case of league newcomers, 
Wollongong. The first suggestion put to 
Notongong: was that they Id consider 
the nickname of Wolves. 

Wollongong rejected that. Then some- 

body came up with the name of Steelers — 
in recognition of Port Kembla’s giant steel- 
works. 
That was turned down. Some Wollon- 
gong folk didn't fancy the thought of their 
seaside haven being identified with heavy 
or dirty industry. 

Next cab off the Wollongong rank was 
“Stingers.” Don’t ask us why. But the name 
did inspire a magnificent club emblem of a 
bee about to inflict a painful sting. 

Now, thank heavens, Wollongong ap- 
pear to have settled on their new name. It’s 
the Wolves! 

Isn't that where it all started? 

Maybe Australian sporting fans are con- 
ditioned to nickname gimmickry. Aussie 
Rules has its Hawks. Rugby League has its 
Eels. And so forth. Perhaps that is why it is 
felt essential for Soccer to follow suit. 

But this is not a sound enough reason. 
ASW would like to see Soccer leading the 
other football codes — not following them. 

More likely, the silly game of searching 
for silly names has been wished upon us by 
the North American Soccer League. Some 
Australian officials have visited the U.S.A., 
bringing back to this country their assess- 
ment of why Soccer has made such a 
dramatic break-through in the land of grid 
iron and baseball. 

But has Soccer done well in the U.S.A. 
because of club names like Fort Lauder- 
dale Strikers, Boston Tea Men and 
Washington Diplomats? We think not. 

The success of Soccer in North America 
has been achieved through a variety of 
reasons. i 
By far the major reason — perhaps it is 
90 per cent responsible — was the signing 
of brilliant, world-class, players at enorm- 
ous wages. 

Pele put Soccer on the map in America. 
And Neeskens, Beckenbauer, Marsh, Best, 
Chinaglia and the rest of them. 

Soccer in Australia would make compar- 
able gains if we had the money here to lure 
the great players of the world to Sydney 
oy Heidelberg and Womeogoog Wolves. 

‘dly it is not. And it's doubtful if the 
bewildering name changes about to be 
inflicted on the Australian Soccer public will 
increase match attendances by one per 
cent. Indeed the new names might even 
cause a confused public to stay away from 
matches. § 

England seems to have survived reason- 
ably well on a very low-key approach to 
club nicknames. United, Rovers and City 
are the sort of names the English fans use 
regularly. Some top English teams in fact, 
have no nicknames. 

That would never be tolerated by ASF 
Marketing.

It has been clearly proved that the second, 
third, fourth and fifth names have been rejected 
by clubs as “foreign bodies”. Why should we 
stand for something which has been proved a 
failure? 

With such strange happenings, Soccer should 
think of Archimedes, It is losing from its weight 
as much as the volume of the displacement of 
supporters! The elements which attract the public 
to the Soccer grounds must be found elsewhere: 
in the names of famous coaches, like Tommy 
Docherty; in the creation of Soccer superstars; in 
the good quality of the game; and in good 
refereeing. 

All the rest are temporary closings of Soccer’s 
wounds, In the last decade the game stood with 
difficulty on its feet, because of financial 
anaemia.

Barbara Gibson, our Western Australian correspondent, has brought 


us up-to-date with the fiasco of 


a trip the W.A. girls undertook to India 


last year. To refresh your memory, the Women’s Soccer Federation of 
India staged the 3rd Asian Cup Tournament in Calicut in January, 1980. 


To stage the competition, the Indian 
Federation had to have a certain number of 
teams competing. 
To enable them to do this, they invited the 
Western Australian Association to send a 
team to Calicut, 

In order to induce the W.A. girls to 

come, the Indian people offered 50% red- 
ction in airfares, all meals supplied, plus 
first class accommodation. 
The meals were not suitable for the Austra- 
lian girls and the accommodation (first 
class) was the equivalent of a third-rate 
country pub in Australia. 

With» 10,000 rupees still resting in a 
frozen account in Madras, (the Australians 
could not take this out of the country), 
3,715 rupees being held by the Indian 
Customs dept. at the airport and 1,085 
Tupees being used to feed the girls at the 
airport when they departed, the Western 
Australian Association is still owed quite 
an amount of money. 

In the latest move, a letter has been sent 
to the President of the Asian Ladies Foot- 
ball Confederation, Mrs. Veronica Chiu 
Chan Yiu Kam, seeking the support of the 
Asian Ladies Federation. 

In the Western Australian letter to 
Madame Chiu, it is stated that the organis- 
ers of the 3rd Asian Cup tournament did 
not keep any of the promises made in the 
legal contract and that the contract was 
used to lure the Australians to India to 
enable the Taiwanese team to compete. 
Barbara Gibson says that her Associa-

This is the name of a new competition for 
young Czech players of 8-18 years. 

The rules were established by the Youth 
Committee of the Czech Football Associa- 
tion with the co-operation of sports journal- 
ists from the newspaper of the Czech Youth 
Organisation, SSM ‘‘Mlada fronta.””

They are all the more frustrated because of similar 
Soccer bureaucracy at work earlier in the year which, for 
some weeks, prevented the new league even getting off the 
ground. 

The level of frustration is such that some officials have 
oe accused the Federation of holding back the progress 
of the game they are supposed to be nurturing. 

The frustration is understandable, considering that 
teams in the new Souther are spread between the 
ACT, Albury, Wodonga, Griffith & Cootamundra. 

Early fixture lists are imperative if grounds in the various 
centres are to be allocated, 

The delay is also causing immense problems for the local 

ition who are trying to dovetail the fixtures in with 
those of the new Southern League. 

As one official said: “The next meeting of the league’s 
management sub-committee will be held in Albury next 

February 7. 

“We really do need formal approval before then. 

“So much of what the meeting has been called to discuss 
hinges on this information.” 

It is also complicating such excellent initiatives as: 

* A regional rae seminar to upgrade refereeing skills 
in some of the centres; 

¢ A major Soccer carnival in Albury in March when teams 
will play for the John Barclay Cup. 

“The enthusiasm among the clubs in all areas in fantas- 
tic,” officials said.
